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"QUIBKS OF DIPLOMACY." 

In Canada there Las lately appoarod u 
little book witli the above title. It ia in- 
tendea to ahow that British diplomacy, 
particularly in its ruhitioim willi tbo 
United States, has frcquontly como out 
Becoud-bost. Canada, the writer claims, 
through tbo blunders or want of acnto- 
ncss of Briiish statesmen, has been gnive- 
ly affected by troalios with tho Americans. 
The Ashburton Trtatj deprived Canada 
of a largo portion of tho territory nuw in- 
cluded in the Siato of Mttiuo. and tbe Son 
Juan Boundary sotllement robbed tbo 
Bouthwestern portion of tho Dominion of 
a group of islands valuable in a oommev- 
. oial and strategical souse. The "Washing 
ton Troaty is referrad to as another in- 
atanoe of Briiish diplomatic blundering. 
Our readers have too i v'hX roasou to know 
that tbo benoiitb of that Treaty do not ox- 
tend to British Columbia, ina-imuch as 
this Province is denied tho privilege en- 
joyed by the other Provinces of exporting 
to America llab, and fish oils, etc., with- 
out payment of Customs duty. At this 
moment tbe Paciflo coast markets are 
closed to British Columbia's sea-products, 
'Whilst they ore open to tbe sea-products 
of every other Province! The Fisheries 
dispute is now iu proooss of adjubtmout 
at Halifax. Ounadn asks i\ good round 
sum for admitting Americnu.-i to tho priv- 
ilege of resorting to her llshories; and im- 
mediately the London THmes advises Can- 
adians to accept what tboy can get for tbe 
privilege and bo thankful — thus Apparent- 
ly preparing British sentiment for a very 
considerable abntemout in their claim. 
To the subject of the lack of hucoosh of 
British diplomats geuer.illy, BluckwooiV s 
Magasine, which is generally rocouuized 
as an exponent of some of the views of tbe 
Conservative party of the nlother country, 
devotes an article in its July number. 
Hero ia a sbort admission which is made: 
"England, as a nation, has so often come 
Beeoud best out of a dijilomatic truns- 
uctiou, cyeu \Yhcn oiitorod upon under 
favourable auspices, that an inclination to 
blame its tools ha sa dangorous fascination 
forlbe mind of tbe nation.

Moreover, tiie Icgio of battalions has been 
in abeyance in Eeglami's i)elialf for 
twenty years, and this is tho mobt unan- 
hwerablo reasoning possible. And, ab- 
solutely alone among Great Powers, Eng- 
land feels obliged to have a voice in every 
great qaestion, and only a voioe; and she 
aloQo has to maiotain bor interests all 
over tho world, and to maintain them 
Bololy by pacific means. Blacktcootl does 
not hesitate to assert that England's re 
proseutatives have, with lesser materials, 
reaily dono as great a work iu recent 
years in the maintenance of European 
tranquility as any of their con/rerea. "_Tbe 
Empire is peace" then, and will continue 
to bo BO, unless under cirLjuniatances of 
tho niubt urgei.t neeey itj*. As wo have 
premised, Blackwood o.^peciallv refers to 
European diplomacy, where Groat Uril- 
ain's failuren are accounted for by ruasou 
of tbo lack of enforcing them vi el armia. 
On tbis siile of the Atlantic (aays the Mon- 
trP2l Herald) Great Britain has been fair- 
ly outwitted, and why ? Eocausc sho has 
had tn contend again.-t iutonnely practical 
businesa men, and has opposed to th jin 
men upon tlio whelo moat Hcrupulouii ia 
their dealings, unwilling to take a/iy uu 
fair advantages, tho souls of honour, but 
they were not business men as a rule. 
WUo could conceive, after «n arbitration 
upon a question of damages, of the Brit- 
ish authuritiort obtaining largo Hiim.i of 
monuy that it was impossible to apjjro- 
priate, which tbey would retain iu their 
own Treasury?

uittes for the ])ublio worship of (tod, yet 
many calls had tbey tout, unholy iifo;and 
wo hiwe reason to fear that not seldom tho 
yi)ung adventurer was spoodily led away 
iir.o .-in. But not so was it witli James 
Douglas. FirmnosB of purpose was from 
tho first his motto, lie at uueo became 
remarkable for a strict sense of duty bas- 
ed upon a fiutbful regard for religion. 
Wba'cvcr was eiitius'.ed to his care that 
he duly eousideiod and ."o prosperity at 
tended himjanJ ho soon gamed tho impli- 
cit coiilidenca and cotnploto rei-iiect of liu 
superiors. At a very early ago ho mar- 
ried and ono of the early acts slioitly after 
bis nun iago supports iny Blatemont that 
from the lirsi ho whs a religiiuis man. No 
sooner had be saved X 100 than ho with 
joy told of bis sucoc«ii to hia youthful 
wife nnd then added, "part of our savings 
must always bo given to help poor or- 
phans." That part was bo ajipliod and 
fioni that day to this every year, as God 
ble.-bctl him, hel|) was roudored to tho fa- 
therless iu their offlicliuu, aud we may be- 
lieve t liat ho himself labored more anil 
more to keep himself "uutpottod from tho 
world." Well may- we honor tue memory 
of ilic man who in his youth could so rise 
sapnrior to temptatioDS nnd trials and 
boldly stand out for that which is truly 
high and holy, ,Sucli a servant might 
well talio comfort in his last days that ho 
bore about with him tbe "marks of tho 
Ij'jrd Jesus." 

Politically also Sir Jumos Douglas was 
a great man. He bad tbe essential ele 
ni'-'Uts to make a gijod ruler— high iutelli- 
genco, largo Ciperieiico, gro.it dariug and 
a (lelicatu souse of juatice. Aud I may 
al^o observe that in tho service of tho 
grctt company, of which he was so long 
an ollicer, there was muoli to call out 
tboKo (pialitieH which onablo a man to 
govern elToctually. Not seldom far, far 
away from city or town, not even a fort 
near at hand, the bead of a trading party 
had in days, now almost entirely gone 
from us, to sway it with groat decioion over 
tho turbulent, whether white men or red, 
and ou such occasions control was secur- 
ed not merely by force of arms but chief- 
ly by force of oliaracler. Were tbe histo- 
ry of .lames Douglas bofofo the world it 
would toll of many gallant divings, iiomo 
of wbich may be iJaid l;; nvul the noblest 
deeds of chivalry. Ai year loUowed year 
well might such a servant command moie 
and more the coiilidcneo of tho company 
he so ably ser.(d, aud wtll might be go 
on from honour to honour until he be- 
came tho Governor of tliis vast colony, 
respccti-d by all whom ho ruled, and 
koightod a Companion of xhe B*:h by tho 
(Juoen of a gratffiil c juntry. From tho 
day tho lai:hful Factor lanib'd 
from thoL'oavorat Esqcimalt in 1839 
uutil tho hour of bis retirement into pii- 
vato life Sir James Douglas proved him- 
self a great and successful controller, who- 
Cher of a company's interest or (.f a ool- 
ony'H well'are.

English Hail. 

The Spithoad forts are now receiving 
their armaments. 

A serious fire has occurred at Bossie 
Priory, the seat of Lord Kinnaird, 
sitiiuted about twelve miles from Dun- 
doe.
